§ Alaska Bauadary 

Senate, March 29th. 
Mr, Carrall asked what progress, if 
any.had beuu made iu the negotiations 
for the -settlement of the boundary 
lino between British Columbin and 
Alaska. He sketched the history of 
that territory and British Columbia, 
from the c&aYori of the strip of ten 
marine leagues from the shore for a 
diataneo of iWJl milos down the Paciflu 
Coast towards British Columbia to the 
Czar, and thonco to the sale of this 
Strip to -tlio Urited States. He stated 
that British miners found the route by 
the coast across this strip the shortest 
to the Cassiar gold district and other 
points in the northern interior of Brit- 
ish Columbia, and complained that 
the United States authorities there 
imposed vexatious restrictions upon 
British subject* going to and fro by 
that route. He suggested the fixing 
of some point on the navigable rivers 
leading to tho interior which should 
bo used for the running of a boundary 
line, or as neutral ground, with a vie w 
to allowing free ingress and egross to 
Canadians, and urged the Government 
to recpieKt the aid of Britain iu defin- 
ing our boundary and obtaining our 
treaty rights. 

Mr. Scott said the Government had 
corresponded largely on this subject; 
that our share of the boundary survey - 
el from tho Rocky Mountains eastward 
in a plain, easy country would cost 
near $iUU,O0U; that the proposed sur- 
vey would bo enormously expensive, 
owing to the sinuosities of the coast; 
and that the object of Mr. Car. a 1 m'igtt 
bo obtained at present if tue Govern- 
ine-da of Britain, tho United States, 
and Canada could take a point or points 
on rivers, or elsewhere, and from 
them run a conventional line to suit 
the convenience of all parties. The 
Americans would not listen to tho 
proposal of another elaborate survey 
on account of its enormous expense. 

Mf.Carr/ill expressed his approval of 
such a setiliiuent, recommending an 
extension of tno mining laws of Brit- 
ish Columbia to the North-west ter- 
ritory adjoining that Province, whoso 
dividing hue was yet unknown to tin- 
ners.

University Boat 



London, March 21.— Tho weather 
was favorable for tho boat rnce, though 
rather cold. Butting during the morn- 
ing was o" to 2 on the Oxford crow. 
Tne banks of tho Thames worn, as on 
former occasions, lined with masses of 
people. All tho morning the different 
avenues leading to the river were 
crowdod with vehicles ami pedes- 
tenans, ami at noon to-day London 
presented a deserted appearance. The 
crowd that congregated to day to wit- 
ness the race was iiupiecedently large. 
Many persons of rank and distinction 
witnessed tho contest. Phe Cambridge 
boat took the lead at iirst, but Oxford 
Boon overtook it, ami won tho rnce 
easily by ten lengths. 

When the boats took water the 
Cambridge crew rowed a quicker stroko 
than their opponents, and led them to 
tho Crab Tree, a distance of one mile 
and two furlongs from the starting 
point. Here tho Oxford crew made a 
spurt and drew- up level witli the Can- 
tabs, and at Hatnmei smith Bridge, 
four furlongs on, was a length ahead. 
At Carnes' Terrace-, five furlongs from 
the stake boat, tho Dark Blues were six 
lengths ahead. From this point the 
distance between the two boats rapid- 
ly widened, the Oxfords coining in 
tho winnor by ten lengthsainid deafen- 
ing shouts of tho friends of tho crew 
gathered on the banks. The Cain- 
bridgo boat was badly steered through- 
out tho raco.

"Upon tho motion to go into Com- 
mitteo of Supply several members 
availed themselves of that opportunity 
to criticise the general policy of the 
Government. There was one peculi- 
arity about the dobate. After the 
writhing under tho withering fire of the 
Opposition for tho space of four hours, 
not a Minister vontured one word in 
defence 1 Tho truth was they hadn't a 
word to say. Thoy wisely concluded 
discretion to be tho better part of valor 
and kept their seats or sought refuge 
in the Speakor's room. Nor did one 
of their supporters venturo to say a 
word in their defence. Ah! wo had 
forgotten. Tho senior member for 
Yale, who by tho way has never been 
able to stick to one side during a 
whole session , broke the painful silence 
of the Treasury Benches. Prompted 
by the leader of the Government, who 
appears to have bim well in hand now, 
that distinguished member did get off 
some of his choice oratory; but even 
lie did not attempt to defend the Gov- 
ernment beyond the mere appropria- 
tion for his own District. Ho could 
not conveniently do more, having been 
in the early part of the session one of 
the bitterest opponents of their general 
policy. The paid organ ol the Gov- 
ernment states that the Opposition 
speeches were mere "clap trap." Its 
masters would bo uncommonly glad if 
they could think so. The speeches 
were most damaging, and in a House 
of any independence would have in- 
evitably resulted in tho overthrow of 
the Government. It was shown most 
conclusively that the leading principle 
on which the affairs of the country are 
administered and therovenues expend- 
ed is that of purchasing support, or 
as one member put it,' "paving for sup- 
port, and punishing opposition." It 
Mas also clearly demonstrated that 
the financial scheme of this year was a 
fraud and would assuredly collapse, as 
did that of last year. The dock scheme 
was proved beyond the possibility of 
doubt to be a cheat; it was shown con- 
clusively that not a dollar of the Ca- 
nadian advance was ever intended or 
could ever be expected as a i'reo gift; 
in was confidently declared that the 
Imperial aid would be found to be in 
a Bimilar position, and the leader of 
the Government was taunted with 
having known all along that such was 
the case and having purposely and 
cruelly misled the House and the coun- 
try in order that his lease of power 
might be extended a little. To all this 
no word of defence was uttered. 
There sat the four Ministers the per- 
sonification of conscious guilt. It was 
most clearly demonstrated, too, that 
the refusal to negotiate with Mr. Mac- 
kenzie and the appeal to England were 
fatal blunders, in that poorer terms 
and antagonism between the local and 
central Governments, the ill consequences 
of which it might be difficult to fully 
estimate, were the result. Humorous 
allusion was also made to the striking 
contrast recently presented in tne 
Federal Parliament — Sir John Mac- 
donald endeavoring to indoctrinate 
Mr. Mackenzie in his slippery 
theory that survey means construe 
tion;that to make the surveys on 
Vancouver Island this jear will bo a 
fulfillment of the new obligation; and 
the inability of Mr. Mackenzie to re- 
concile such sophistry with his notions 
of right. In a word, a more scathing 
and damaging attack was probably 
never made upon any Government. 
But what of it? PLivo thoy not a 
solid majority in the House, prepared 
to tfive them a deaf and dumb support, 
no matter what they do or what may 
happen ?

Municipal. 

Editor CoLONibr: — The proposition 
now before the Provincial Parliament to 
amend and consolidate the municipallaws 
of the City of Victoria is onn affecting 
tho interests of every citizen, but has 
appareia tly received little consideration. 
I may therefore bo excused for briefly 
cotuiiioutiiig on some of its omii-sions and 
provisions, with the hope that fair and 
friendly criticism may lead to its amend- 
ment or (bettor still) its withdrawal id 
together until a mora matured act can bo 
produced. 

The necessity for consolidation and 
amend moot is admitted, but at tho same 
time a too hasty repeal of restrictions, Sea., 
found by exporienco to have douo some 
service, is to bo deprecated. 

The act ni w under discussion repeals 
all tho acts and ordinances as applying to 
the City of Victoria except tho "Muni- 
cipality Act, 1872," and many wholoaomo 
restrictions contained in them aro not 
incorporated in tho now aot and are 
therefore lost: — 

The safeguards against snap judgment. 

Th') necessity of holding Council meet- 
ings openly. 

The publication of By-Laws. 

Tho oaths against bribery and intimi 
dation. 

The Ballot and tho right of appeal 
are all gone by tlio board. 

Tho Chinamen continue to vote 
for their "belly good men." The 
Police Magistrate is left to maintain his 
dignity and independence under the 
most trying circumstances. He is made 
to endure the criticism of some who esti- 
mate tlio value of such services by an 
"American Standard," or a two foot rule, 
and perchance has to submit to tlio in- 
sults of some whoso end is attained by 
"getting even wit.'i him" in this way. 

Tho custom of annually levying rates, 
to meet "estimated required and propos- 
ed expenditure," is apparently abandon- 
ed in favor of going after "the property 
on tho roll 'froin"timeto time by warrant' 
to the limit of "one and one third of one 
per cent." 

The road tax list is to form part of tho 
Assessment Roll and qualities to vote. 
Tho Road Tax should not bejoousiJored as 
u Municipal rate, tho C juucil do not im- 
pose it. 

It is an arbiUry ono— uovcr a cent 
more, navor a cent less. Tho road tax 
voter foels that increased expenditure and 
extravagance may bonelit him. Is it fair 
that ho shall elect c mdidatos pledged to 
the Towoi of Babel, city lots, debts and 
lavish expenditure when the taxation in- 
cident thereto falls on others ? 

The increase in the number of Coun- 
cillors to nine, may be a btep in tho right 
directiou; we have high authority for be- 
lieving "that in tho multitude of Coun- 
sellors there is wisdom." It is certainly 
less objectionuble than the increase in 
the properly qualification required for 
Councillor. The abolition ol the pro- 
i perty qualification altogether would bo 
! more consonant with tho spirit of the 
times. Brains and honesty, (the real 
qualifications) and $1000 worth of real 
estate are not necessarily a sequence. He- 
sides if unhappily tlio Government of the 
city should ever fall into tho hands of a 
ring ( with the right of appeal gone) the 
Assessment Roll might be manipulated 
so as to exclude objectionable parties, or 
rnado to include obedient nonontities as 
might bo found convenient. 

There uro many olauscs in the Act open 
to question, which cannot now bo dealt 
with. 

The Act itself bears on its faeo abnn 
dant evidence that some very important 
matters have received but little atten- 
tion. In my humble opinion the inter- 
ests of tho city would be best served by 
the postponement of the passage until 
next session. In the meantime those in- 
terested in tho adoption of a really use- 
ful and complete Municipal Act. would 
have tne matter under conrideratisn and 
the tinkering otherwise certain to ensue 
would be avoided. C. II.

LUNG OFF! 



The battle of the routes may now 
be considered over. It has been won, 
not by Victoria or by Esquimalt, but 
by Nature, whoso voice i3 more po- 
tent, whoso logic is more arbitrary 
than that of communities. In 
his Bpeeoh in the House of Commons, 
last month, the Dominion Premier 
stated that the question had virtually 
resolved itself into a choico between 
two routes, viz, Bute and Burrardjand 
he intimated that if tho examinations 
then being made respecting the alti- 
tudes in the Chilanco country resulted 
favorably tho Bute route would be 
adopted. Tho report was telegrapn- 
ed from Quesnolmouth about a fort- 
night ago, and that it was favorable 
the announcement made from Ottawa 
conclusively proves. That the road 
should have to bo carried so far from 
.the more southerly and settled parts 
of the Province is a consideration cal- 
culated in some measure to damp the 
ardor of our rejoicing at the decision 
which brings it to the magnificent har- 
bor cut out for it by Nature However 
dosirablo that it could have tapped, on 
its way to Esquimalt, tho important 
settlements to tho south, the advanta- 
ges of its reaching Esquimalt are so 
groat as completely to overshadow 
every other consideration.

FIRST PROVINCIAL LEGISLA- 
TIVE ASSEMBLY. 

FOURTH SESSION. 

Tuesday, April 13. 
rmviLEOE. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem Baid that soma cor- 
respondence connected with Indian Af- 
fairs, the property of tho House, had boen 
carried iuto tho Provincial Secretary's 
office instead of to tho printing otlico, 
and that was the cause oftho delay in 
printing tho doonnionts. 
• Mr. Smith said ho appeared in ono of 
the papers an Smitho in tho division-list 
with regard to tho road tolls. Ho had 
voted for tho removal of tho tolls, and 
hoped that the icord "o" would bo struck 
off and his name substituted fur that of 
tho hou. member ior Oowicban. 

Mr. Smitho complained of tho corres- 
pondence relating to Indian Affairs not 
having been printed. It was asked for 3 
weeks ago, and only this morning tho 
Committee on assembling ascertained that 
tho copies of the correspondence wore not 
in the printing office, that it had not been 
printed, and that it was in tho hands of 
tho Deputy Provincial Socretary. This 
was a gross breach of tho privileges of 
tho House, ami as tho Hossion v,-as draw- 
ing to a close it would soon bo too lato 
for tho Committee to examine into the 
condition of Indian affairs in time to ro- 
port. 

Hon. Dr. Ash complained of tho pros- 
suro on tho printing office. 

Mr. Robson said that there was good 
ground for tho suspicion that tho papors 
wore being purposely held back. Tho 
condition of Indian affairs was very un- 
satisfactory. The stupid blunderiug of tho 
government had, ns usual, brought the 
Provincial Government into collisiou with 
the Central Government. 

Mr. Walkem called the hon. gentle- 
man to order. 

Mr. Robson persisted in speaking. 
' Mr, Walkem energetically ca.h d for or- 
der, ana was directed by Mr! Mr, Kjoaoh 
to go outside 'of the Bar if he could not 
keep his tongue still inside. 

Mr. Walkem objected to rude language 
being used. 

Mr. Robson— Your own remarks aro al- 
ways so elegant and chaste. Tho duty of 
tho Speaker was to see that the orders of 
the House wore carried out. That duty 
had boen doubtless discharged; but there 
were papi-rn that wore taken ont of the 
custody of t House and their printing 
delayed. Ho protested against tho shuf- 
fling course of the government in this rt>- 
soect. 

"Hon. Mr. Walkem deprecated person- 
alities and claimed ihat he had earnestly 
endeavored to push tho printing on. 

Mr. Smitho said that he had gone ovory 
day to tho Clerk of tho House and in- 
quired about the correspondence, and 
had u<iver heard oue word about tho 
rf<rht papers not having been brought 
down. At last it transpires that tho pa- 
pers are in the custody of ttio Provincial 
Secretary who had no right to abstract 
those papers aud bury them in bio otlico 
till too late to be of i.&e this session. Yes- 
terday he waw lold that tho correspond- 
ence had befau taken away from tho print- 
ing office by Mr. Good, but Mr. Good 
had since told him that this was not tho 
correspondence relating to this matter. 

Dr. Tohuin said be had ooma horo ro- 
peatodly at 10 o'clock to attend the com 
mitteo meeting. expecting to find the cor 
respondence printed. Every day ho was 
told that it was beiug printed and at last, 
to hia utter astonishment; ho was told 
this morning that it was not even in tho 
printing .office. Ho also referred to the 
delay in furnishing other returns— no- 
tably those relating to timber leases. 

Hon. Mr. lieaveu said that the returns 
were boing prepared as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 

Mr. \Valkfin denied, as reported in both 
city paper* yesterday, that he had declar- 
ed tho allegations against Johti Nichol- 
son to be "flimsy." 

it 1ST rut ns. 

Hon. Dr. Ask laid before the IIouso 
popers relating to tho Bittancourt case. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem laid beforo the 
House copies of correspondence relating 
to Common Jurors' Act and Qualification 
of Voters' Act. 

EErOltT. 

Mr. Smith presented a report from 
the Committee appointed to visit tho Lu- 
natic Asylum and ltoyal Hospital. The 
Committee reported that tho Lunatic 
Asylum was in a good condition, but ro 
commended tho removal of tho patients 
to Now Westminster. Tlie Royal Hos- 
pital requires new drains, new ceilings, 
& new ward, dining-room, etc. 

CBMBTERY ORDINANCE. 

Mr. Todd moved the IIouso into Com- 
mittee of the Whole for the purpose of 
granting leave for tho introduction of a 
Rill for tho amendment of tho Cemetery 
Ordinance, 1870. 

Mr. Holbrook said that Indians and 
Chinamen wero buried alongside of white 
men at New Westminster, rhat graves 
were desecrated to tho great scandal of 
the community, Ho called on tho House 
to protect their cload friends, and asked 
how it was that a member for Kootenay 
h-vl to be induced to offer this resolu- 
tion? 

Mr. Todd said that ho was a resident of 
Victoria, 

Mr. Holbrook, amidst grnit laughter, 
said, then Victoria has got another mem- 
ber. He begged .the hon. gentleman's 
pardon, for having hold htm to bo a re- 
presentative of Kootenay. 

Mr. McCreight objected to tho moa- 
Bure and was proceeding to speak in op- 
position to it, doclaring that all denom- 
inations objected to the divisions in tho 
cemetery being removed. 

Hon. Dr. Ash said that Mr. McMillan 
nnd Mr. Turner, of the Cemetory Board, 
had told him that they thought tho divi- 
sion unwise 

Mr. McCreight ropliod that Mr. Pearso 
and M>. MoTiarnna bad told him that 



thoy npproved of the division, and that 
Mr. Turner had signed tho petition hand- 
ed in yesterday. Ho referred in fooling 
terms to tho abhorrence that Christian 
denominations feel at having their friends 
buried amidst thoso who had been buried 
with heathen rites. 

Hon Dr. Ash supported tho motion 
and referrod to tho acttion of the Lieu- 
tenant -Governor in tho appointment 
of tho Cemetery Board, having act. 
*d without tho advico ,of his 
Ministers! 

Several members protested against this 
disrespectful allusion to tho Lieutenant- 
Governor. , • 

Mr. McCroight said ho had no recol- 
lection of such an action by tho Liout.- 
Govornor. 

The Speaker said tho romark was not 
disrespectful. 

Hon. Dr. Ash contended that the Cem- 
etory Board had set the Act at defiance, 
and thought it could not have boon the 
intoution of the House that tho Cemetery 
laud should be dividod amongst tho re- 
ligious bodies. 

Dr. Tolmio would not support the 
measure as ho foresaw that it would be 
tho moans of causing a great deal of ill 
fooling. 

Mr. Humphreys believed that if this 
bill passed it would have tho effect of 
driving not only tho Catholics but other 
sects from that cemetery. The passage 
of the Bill would lead to greater evils 
than thoso which it was introduced to 
remedy. Ho himsolf would liko to see 
universal toleration in these matters, and 
it was with great regret that he opposed 
tho Bill; but ho thought that in so doing 
ho was making a choice of tho least evil. 

Mr. Smith thought tho matter was a 
question for tho individual ouscieueo, 
und ho thought it was one with which 
tho House had nothing to do, from the 
very fact that tho Houso had no con- 
science. (Laughter.) He did not beliove 
in interfering iu thoso matters. 

Mr. Robson did not know if tho Pro- 
vincial Secrotary was rightly informed 
as to any dissatisfaction which existed 
from tho manner in which tho Cemetery 
laud had been divided. Vested lights 
had arisen and bo did not think tho 
House should interfere with them. For 
the' Church to which ho belonged, he 
could tiay that no dissatisfaction existed 
on the subjeot. 

Mr. Smitho did not see the use of going 
into Committee on this subject. Ho con 
tended that tho House ought not to de- 
clare illegal that which had undoubtedly 
been legally done. ( Hear, hear. ) He 
intended to oppose this Bill going into 
Committee. 

Mr. Todd said the bill was only intend- 
ed to preserve the public rights, not to 
take away any rights from religious bod- 
ies. It would bimply empower them to 
buy as much laud as they wanted for 
cemetery purposes just as lie might want 
to do himself. There were several gen- 
tlemen present who had uo right to vote 
upon it. (A voice, Wny ?) Because they 
ai e interested ( i roat laughter j . 

Mr. Walkem advised that the bill be 
withdrawn. 

Mr. To. Id had no objection to the with- 
drawal of the bill but would like to finish 
lirst. Ho contended that the cemortnries 
were made with public money and that 
none of these sectarian divisions should 
be allowed. At all events no member of 
religious bodies should bo permitted to 
voteon tho question, (laughter). 

Tho Bill was fiually withdrawn. 

The lira report of Committee of Supply 
was then adopted. 

WAYS AND MEANS. 

The House thou weut into Committoo 
of Ways and Means, Mr. Mara in the 
Chair, and passed the sum of ^89,110 re 
quired for tho support of Establish mehts 
us discussed at tho evening sesbion of 
Monday. 

COMMITTEE OF SUPPLY. 

Mr. Mara in tho Chiir. Tho following 
items passed for services exclusive of 
salaries. 

Legislation, 817,041 50; Assay Office, 
§725; Printing Office, $2,800; Administra- 
tion of Justice, 86,800. This included 
an item of fees to Justices of tho Peace 
over which considorablo dijcussiou took 
place. 

Mr. Booth contendod that th'a fees were 
too small and that if tho government 
could not give anything better .vorlh 
while it would be better to strike out the 
item altogether. 

Mr. Todd supported tho member for 
Oowioban and spoke of one case where a 
J. P. hud sat two days at an expense of 
thirty dollars, and received fees to the 
amount of ono dollar. 

Mr. Semlin coincided and was glad tho 
subjeot was brought forward. 

Mr. Robson was of opinion that J. P.'s 
should not bo paid any fixed salary, but 
at the same time thought that thoy should 
be reimbursed any actual expensed. Tho 
difficulty was how to effect the object. 

Mr. Humphreys declared that the cost 
of justice was out of all proportion to the 
benefit of it. (Hear hear.; Ho cited sev- 
oral cases showing the groat expense to 
which persons were put now, and declar- 
ed that to increase tho fees meant to in 
crease tho expenses; and. in fact, would 
in many cases bo simply a denial of Jus 
tico. Ho thought it would be bettor to 
give tho J. P.'s a salary. 

Tho hon. Attorney General said that 
several J. Ts. had complained of tho 
smallnoss of tho fees. But at present 
with tho small population of tho Pro- 
vince bo was afraid they must put up 
with tho inconvenience unless the coun- 
try was prepared to pay tho expenses. 

Mr. Barnston was afraid that if travel- 
ing expensos wero allowed Justices of the 
i'oaco might bo found traveling all over 
the country. 

Mr. Smithe was of a different opinion. 
During the lato regime J. Ps. wore p;u - 
mittedto charge traveling oxpenses, and 
ho had hoard nothing of corruption. 

Tho item was carried. 

Police and gaols, 819,760; revenue ser- 
vice, $6,200; lunatic asylum, 84,751); were 
passed. 

Hospital, Victoria, 85.000; debt, 53,000. 
These two last items produced somo de- 
bate. 

Mr. W. A. Robertson wished to know 
if tho Government would wink at the 
resolution of the President of thin insti- 
tution (Mr. McLean) as expressed in 
his evidence beforo the oommittoo to 
confine tho business of ^applying the 
Hospital to two or thren grocers in Vic- 
toria. Ho thought it bettor that those 
■applies should be tendered for. 

Tho Provincial Secretary said that be- 
yond tho right to appoint two of the 
Committee of Management tho Govern- 
ment has no right to interfere iu tho 
management of tho Hospital, Tho Com- 
mittee of Management during past years 
had allowod tho iuatitutiou to get into 
debt, and thU amount was pluoed on the 



Estimates with a view to relieve tho hos- 
pital from the burden. 

In answer to further questions it was 
elicited that thn Government appointed 
two members out of a Managing Board 

° f Mi\ b Robson said it was unfortunate 
that tho evidence taken beforo tho Com- 
mittee had not been placed before the 
House. 

Mr. W. A. Robertson thought tho 
statement he bad quot ed was a very ex- 
traordinary one and ho could not vote 
for tho itein unless it was explained. 

Mr. Robinson corroborated the asser- 
tion of tho member for Victoria District, 
and ho also could not vote upon this 
without further explanation. 

The lion. Attorney-Gonoral hoped tho 
House would pass the item and allow the 
Hospital to start again with aeloan sheet. 
As for the Government exercising more 
control he did not approve of govern- 
ments interfering with these matters. It 
was better to leave them to the manage- 
ment of those charitable persons who 
found so largo a portion of the funds. 

Mr. Smitho maintained that no gov- 
ernment ought to como down to the 
Hocso and ask for money without boing 
able to show that it would bo well ex- 
pended. They' could not show with re- 
gard to this item that it liad boon well 
expended, and could not show that it 
would bo well expended in future. Ho 
had been on the Committee to visit tho 
Hospital, and a most discreditable stato 
of things was disclosed. Ho could corro- 
borate the assertion of the member for 
Victoria District respecting tho restric- 
tion o f tho supply to two or three gro- 
cers.

He was prepared 
to vote 810,000 if necessary, but he would 
like to bo sure it would bo profitably ex- 
pended. The hou. loader of tho govern- 
ment had said ho would not put anything 
ou tho Estimates for it if it had remain- 
ed under tho old management, and then 
we find him doubling last years' allow- 
ance and placing it under tho coutrol of 
a Committee the majority of whom he 
confesses are unknown to him. Return- 
ing to the extraordinary evidence of the 
President before tho Committee he de- 
clared that the tendency of tho whole af- 
fair was to weaken public eontidonoo in 
tho institution until at labt tho whole 
burden of Supporting it would be thrown 
upon the government. 

After some remarks by the Chief Com- 
missioner tho Committee rose and tho 
Houso adjourned till Wednesday at 2 p. 
m.

"I went into 
Risdon's oflice with Mr. Clark and Joe 
Carron to have n talk, I used to work 
for Mr. Risdon. Mr. Clark went into 
tho ollico to get cartridges ready for 
blasting. He took the loose powder 
off n box filled with powder, put this 
powder in tho tin cans with n wooden 
scoop through the hole about, one aud 
a half inches large and had tilled one 
can, placed that ou tho table and 
placed two empty cans nonr a box 
and oouiinoueed filling them. The 
box with powder was standing ou tho 
floor, from which ho filled tho cans. 
He thou lighted his pipe nnd fiat down 
on any empty box alongside of the 
powder. Ho was crossing his legs 
which jarred the pipe in his mouth, 
from which dropped somo firo into 
tho box of powder, he then tried to 
extinguish tho spurk with bin finger 
pressing on it, when after a moment 
the powder in tho box blazed up, On 
seeing this, I ran out to tho distance 
of about fifty feet when I heard tho 
explosion: Ho had a number of fusts 
prepared with caps oil tho end, these 
wore sonic three or four feet from tbo 
can of powder on the table. There 
wero two more cases of powder in tho 
room, nlso two small till boxes which 
J. think contained Capa standing on the 
table. There wore also some paper 
cartridges with powder cm r. box in 
the room. I only saw ono can filled 
and two commenced on; but don't 
know if there were other cans Idled 
or not. (Sisrned), George Green. 
Green is a blacksmith, and had been 
at work upon rock for Mr Risdon. His 
part of the job had been concluded, 
and he simply dropped into Mr. Rid- 
son's office for his lint. Tbo man 
Corran mentioned by Mr, Green in 
his statement has not been seen since 
the explosion, It is feared he has 
been killed. He was a boa mau, em- 
ployed to carry loaded cartridges out 
to the rock.
